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Pro-choice activists call for national abortion law

Shouting "We will no longer be 
criminals" approximately 400 pro- 
choice activists rallied at Parc 
Lafontaine Saturday night to sup- 
port the Québec Coalition for the 
Right to Free and Accessible Abor- 
tion. 

The protestors convened at 
Ccgcp Maisonneuve where Coali- 
tion delegates vowed to prevent the 
recriminalizalion of abortion. Fifty 
women’s organizations from 
across the province signed a decla- 
ration outlining pro-choice de- 
mands. 

The declaration calls for the im- 
mediate institution of a Federal law 
to fill the vacancy left after the 
Supreme Court abolished Bill 251 
in January 1988. It also demands a 
directive obliging provinces to 
provide necessary facilities and 
services guaranteeing reproductive 



freedom of choice. 

Delegates were angry about the 
neglect of abortion issues during 
pre-election campaigns. Coalition 
spokesperson Michelle Edmond 
said “we want to send a clear signal 
to whoever is elected on Monday 
that abortion is a priority." 

In the absence of a national 
abortion law, individual provinces 
have been free to regulate abortion 
as a health concern. 

Delegates cited British Colum- 
bia Premier Wiliam Vandcr Zalm, 
who has denied abortion to all 
women olhcrlhanviclimsof rape or 
incest by restricting health care 
subsidies. 

According to Edmond, abortion 
is practically unavailable in remote 
areas of Québec due to lack of fa- 
cilities. 

Abortion on demand is acces- 
sible in Montréal, but costly. The 
prices in private clinics range from 
S75 to $1200. 



VANCOUVER (CUP): Native 
people are being pushed out of their 
homes in Vancouver’s downtown 
core and have nowhere to go, say 
native residents and community 
organizations. 

Critics say little is being done to 
supply affordable apartments and 
support services for native people 
in the area. They want housing tar- 
geted specifically for urban natives. 

According to Fred Arrance, a 
Cree Indian who has lived in the 
area known as Downtown Eastsidc 
for over 20 years, “35 to 50 native 
people in the neighbourhood have 
nowhere at all to sleep. Many others 
share hotel rooms in order to find 
affordable housing. A lot of people 
go to jail in the wintertime because 
there is no housing.”

Students who picked up the 
World Food Update circulated 
around campus last month may 
have been misled by a map included 
in the report’s 1988 edition.

The legend explained 
the maple leaves on the map as 
locations which receive arm sales 
from Canada. 

The map was used in World 
Food Update to illustrate areas 
where food security is jeopordized 
by war. The legend was removed 



Controversial book gets torched

TORONTO (CUP): An uniden- 
tified pyromaniac slipped into the 
University of Toronto bookstore 
November 17 and torched a copy of 
'Salman Rushdie’s The Satanic 
Verses. 

Bookstore employee Nicholas 
Pashlcy was the first to notice 
something was amiss. 

“Two or three of my eolleages 
and I started sniffing around," he 
said. “There was a smell of butane 
in the air." 



The book was discovered 
smouldering on apile of books in an 
alcove, where someone had 
brought it from a main display area. 
“It was just sort of smoking,” said 
Pashlcy, so "one of my colleagues 
put it under a tap.” 

Michael Jackcl, a bookstore 
manager, said The Satanic Verses 
may have been targetlcd for what 
some have called its unflattering 
portrait of the Muslim prophet 
Mohammed. The book has been 
banned in India and South Africa. 
Besides the one copy of The 



Satanic Verses, two other books 
that were under it and an adjoining 
book shelf were damaged. 

For bookstore general manager 
John Watson, the expense of re- 
placing the books is not an issue. 
“The concern is not the damage. We 
don’t want this to happen again." 

U of T police say they have no 
suspects, though they would like to 
find the anonymous tipster who 
phoned the student newspaper min- 
utes after the incident occurred. 
"We’re looking for him as a witness 



and we’d like to talk to him,” said 
investigator Kevin Ward. 

Jackcl said the bookstore is not 
planning to make any changes as a 
result of the burning. “I don’t think 
it’s a trend or anything," he said, 
adding "it is still very strange. I 
think it’s the work of some crazy 
person.” 

Pashlcy, the bookstore’s fiction 
buyer, just can’t understand the 
mentality of book-burners. 

"If people arc going to bum 
books I wish they’d at least buy 
them first."

Laura Harries said that leaving 
the legend on the map would have 
“detracted from the main point of 
the relationship between arma- 
ments and food security." 

An interview with Canada’s 
ambassador for disarmament, 
Douglas Roche, was printed be- 
neath the map. The interview with 
Roche dealt with the relationship 
between food security and disarma- 
ment, but did not address specific 
Canadian policies. 

Roche said, "Disarmament is 
definitely a contributing factor to 
development." 

The only reference to Canada’s 
policies was a quote from Roche, 
"Canadian foreign policy is already 



pretty advanced in this area." Cana- 
dian arms sales arc not mentioned 
in the interview. 

World Food Update is publ ished 
by the World Food Day Associa- 
tion of Canada (WFDAC), which 
receives funding from Agriculture 
Canada. The Update includes a 
message from John Wise, the fed- 
eral Minister of Agriculture under 
the headline, “from the patron.” 

According to Paul Arès, pub- 
lisher of the Update, the publication 
of the newspaper financed entirely 
by advertising from member 
groups. The ads in the paper are 
mainly from non-governmental or- 
ganizations (NGOs) involved in 
foreign aid. Many NGOs receive 
substantial funding from the Cana- 
dian International Development 
Agency (CIDA), which is a federal 
government agency. 

Laura Harries, ass istant editor of 
the Update, said "We arc not a dis- 
armament group." She added that 
although some of the staff members 
would have liked to do a story on 
arms sales, some member organiza- 
tions of the WFDAC might not 
have approved coverage of such a 
controversial issue. 

“There was no intent to negate 
or hide the fact that the private sec- 
tor [in Canada] is profiting from 
arms sales to developing nations,” 
Arèssaid. “It was a matter of edito- 
rial content and what wc were aim- 
ing at". . 
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Act now!

We can no longer expect women to carry the burden of preventing assault, 
repairing the damage that it wreaks on our lives, or bringing the aggressor to justice. 
It is time for our society to take collective action. 

The Coalition Against Sexual Assault has recently formed to demand that the 
McGill community respond fully and responsibly to this issue. Wc are a group of 
McGill organizations and individuals whose primary aims are to institutionalize 
awareness and prevention of sexual assault as well as providing support for 
survivors on campus. We are planning a Sexual Assault Awareness Campaign for 
the week of January 30 to February 3, and are organizing many other projects 
concerning this issue. 

Our next meeting is Thursday, November 24 at 18h00 in Union 302. This is an 
open invitation for everyone to get involved. Women’s freedom is a basic human 
right that continues to be violated by assault in all its forms— marital, date, gang and 
stranger rape; incest and sexual harassment Take action against these violations 
now!

Open letter to Dean of Students 
Irwin Gopnik 

In my attempts to assist an inter- 
national student (as a volunteer at 
the Drop-In Centre run by the i 
Friends of McGill’s International : 
Students), I uncovered what can 
only be called a “tower of Babel". 
This student was interested in find- 
ing employment either on or off ; 
campus but near the McGill area. I 
was asked to investigate the scrv- 
ices ofTercd by McGill to sec if I 
could determine who she should i 
•contact about employment oppor- 
tunities. I tried to do this but was not 
successful due, in short, to the com- 
plete ignorance on the part of most 
university officials I spoke with, 
misinformation from those who 
“answered” my questions and con- 
fused garble from those who real- 
ized that they should know the an- 
swers but did not 

I initially contacted the Canada 
Employment Centre listed in the 
McGill Telephone Directory under 
“Student Services”. The woman 
with whom I spoke denied that her 
office was responsible for assisting 
McGill students (and certainly not 
foreign ones). She suggested that I 
call the Student Services! 

When I called Student Services I 
was told that Student Services did 
not assist students looking for 
employment and that I should call 
Human Resources. I did and they 
told me to call the Canada Employ- . 
ment Centre! Luckily (7) the 
woman I spoke with actually knew 
the name of the man I should speak 
with. 

I again called the Canada Em- 
ployment Centre and asked to 
speak with a Nicolas Calamatas, the 
person who was apparently in 
charge of student employment 
services. Mr. Calamatas proceeded 
to run down in great detail , and with 
considerable vehemence, the in- 
credible difficulties he was having 
with his job. He said that because of 
the lack of any clear directives he 
was totally confused about employ- 
ment assistance to be offered for- 
eign students. Moreover, he said 
that he was having a very hard time 
meeting the needs of the few stu- 
dents that could find his office let 
alone the flood that would come if 
he set out to actually let students 
know about his office. Of course it 
was impossible for him to even 
entertain the thought of catering to 
foreign students given that he was 
barely meeting the needs of Cana- 
dian ones. He did suggest though 
that if a student did come to me for 
assistance that I should, through ju- 
dicious selection, send them to his 
office. But, he reminded me that 
they would probably not find any 
jobs because he rarely received job 
notices! 1 

As for foreign students he told 
me that they had better be prepared 
“to camp out at my doorstep day 
and night if they really wanted to 
find (the irregular) job notice”, let 
alone actually find a job.

No to Status Quo

In his letter of Friday November 
18, Titi Nguyen states that his 
“understanding of the status quo is 
that it is presently a dynamic proc- 
ess by which any person with a 
valid problem or suggestion is 
given a chance to have his or her 
opinions aired.” 

Is this the dynamic process 
which with no mandate from Stu- 
dents’ Council, attempted to radi- 
cally cut the funding of Legal Aid, 
an act which has led to the $ 1 .50 per 
semester that students have agreed 
to pay, because they do not recog- 
nize the value of Legal Aid? 

Is this the dynamic process 
which, when Council refused to 
accept the fee increase from $15 to 
$50 for Union Building table rent- 
als, continued to charge that fee 
(and still does, in violation of the 
Constitution). 

Is this die dynamic process 
which presented to council a budget 
with the statement that all Interest 
Groups were pleased with their 
subsidies, when in fact few of them 
had received their budgets, and 
when they did, many did have unex- 
pected changes from what they had 
requested. 

Is this the dynamic process 
which excludes observers during its 
meetings? 

Sorry, but I’m not impressed. 
Mr. Nguyen then goes on to say 
that essentially if you don’t like 
how it was done, you shpuld have 
done it yourself. Does this apply to 
all of the SSMU membership? Are 
their criticisms irrelevant because 
they aren’t members of the Joint 
Management Committee? It would 
appear that they are considered ir- 
relevant, since the recent referen- 
dum showed that at least in the case 
of Legal Aid, JMC was totally out 
of touch with student opinion. 

Mr. Nguyen ends with the state- 
ment that non-student members do 
not do not dominate JMC and justi- 
fies this by saying they have the ma- 
jority of votes. In my one very frus- 
trating dealing with the JMC, 90 per 
cent of the speaking was by non- 
student members (of which there 
arc two additional non-voting 



members) and Mr. Nguyen who at 
the time was no longer a member of 
the committee. To say that student 
members dominated that meeting is 
absurd. 

Mr. Nguyen’s ‘dynamic proc- 
ess’ appears to make any meaning- 
ful change difficult to achieve and 
the status quo on McGill Students’ 
Council is clearly in need of some.

More Status Quo

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MONTREAL (CUP) 

T he people of Paraguay 
don’t bother protesting 
the government’s 
censorship of their newspapers 
because they believe the press has 
neverYcally represented their 
interests, says a Latin American 
journalist. 

“Before the newspaper owner 
complains of a lack of public 
protest, he should recognize how 
removed the media is from the 
people,” Benjamin Hernandez, a 
correspondent for the opposition 
Paraguayan daily Ultima Hora, 
told a group of Concordia 
University students recently. 

The Latin American media in 
general will remain unrepresenta- 
tive of their public as long as they 
remain closely allied with the 
ruling class, Hernandez said at a 
forum on press freedom in Latin 
America. 

He said the media should work 
towards making Latin Americans 
more concerned about press 
freedom.

A state of siege, in force 
almost continuously 
since General Alfredo 
Strocssner became the president 
of Paraguay in 1954, was lifted in 
April, according to Amnesty 
International.

209, which prohibits everything 
from selling pamphlets to holding 
meetings if authorities smell 
Marxist tendencies. 

In Nicaragua, the conservative 
opposition La Prensa has publicly 
criticized both left and right-wing 
dictatorships, according to 
publisher Jaime Chamorro. And, 
he said, it has had to deal with the 
consequences of its opposition.

“It was only intended to censor 
information on their totalitarian 
ideology, undue confiscations, the 
squandering of public funds, ad- 
ministrative incompetence and 
popular protest,” he said. 

But Nicaragua’s ambassador to 
Canada Sergio LaCayo said 
thatLa Prensa is censored because 
it is funded directly by the United 
States through the C.I.A. 



C hamorro admits his paper 
accepts funding from the 
United States, but 
insisted that this docs not bias La 
Prensa against the Sandinistas. 

LaCayo said, “The censorship 
of La Prensa is to protect the 
national security of Nicaragua. 

“We arc nation at war. La 
Prensa is directly funded by the 
people we arc at war with. In 
many countries, this would mean 
prison or execution for treason, 
not just censorship.” 

Chamorro said there arc "at 
least 10 times more" human rights 
abuses in Nicauragua under the 
Sandinista government than there 
were under the regime of the 
former dictator Anastasio So- 
moza. 

But LaCayo said that reports 
by monitoring groups like 
Americas Watch and Amnesty 
International prove these accusa- 
tions arc false. 

Although a 1988 Amnesty 
International report stated that 
there are documented eases of hu- 
man rights violations in Nicara- 
gua, LaCayo said most of these 
are complaints about the court 
system, which Amnesty says docs 
not maintain international stan- 
dards for fair trials. 

“I lived in Nicaragua under 
Somoza. In those days there were 
mutilated bodies on the streets 
every day. The death squads were 
killing and torturing people,” said 
LaCayo. 

“Those are not the kinds of 
accusations they’re making now 
when they talk about human- 
rights abuse under the Sandinis- 
tas.’’ 



Sandinistas established an interim 
government that later returned to 
power in the 1985 election. 

Censorship has intensified 
since Somoza was ousted, 
Chamorro said. The Sandinistas 
have betrayed the Nicaraguan 
people’s hopes for democracy and 
pluralism, he added. 

After a series of bombings by 
U.S. -supported Contra rebels in 
1982, the Nicaraguan government 
imposed censorship under state of 
emergency laws. Officials cited a 
“campaign of lies and slanders for 
the purpose of justifying terrorist 
destabilizing actions." 

Chamorro insisted the informa- 
tion which was censored had 
nothing to do with national secu- 
rity.
